Prior  ro  the  NSU-Stephen  F.  Austin 
Kame.  a  banquet  at  5  p.m.  will  highlight 
Mr.  Johnny'i  career  as  a  professor  at  North- 
western from  1956-78.  Also,  several  dis- 
tinguished alumni  in  business  will  receive 
special  recognition.  A  social  hour  will  be- 
gin at  4  p.m. 

Specifically,  the  former  professor  is 
being  honored  wirh  the  establishment  of 
the  Joseph  W.  Johnson  Fund  for  Excell- 
ence m  Business  through  the  NSU  Founda- 


tion. 


This  fund  will  provide  needed  monies  for 
business  faculty  members  to  condut  re- 
search, attend  professional  meetings, 
purchase  equipment  and  supplies  for  facul- 
ty and  student  use,  student  recruitment 
and  community  service  work. 

In  the  spring  of  1983,  the  KiwanlsCiub 
of  Natchitoches  established  two  $700 
freshman  scholarships  at  Northwestern  in 
honor  of  Mr.  Johnny,  who  joined  the  NSU 
fecultyin  1956  and  retired  in  1978  after  22 
years  of  distinguished  service. 

While  a  professor  at  Northwestern,  he 
received  several  honors  and  served  as  an 
officer  in  professional  and  community 
organizations.  He  was  president  and  secret- 
ary of  the  National  AssiKiation  of  Accoun- 
tants, faculty  member  of  Blue  Key,  faculty 
advisor  to  Sigma  Tau  Gamma  fraternity, 
outstanding  professor  at  NSU  in  1968  and 
Sigma  Tau's  distinguished  service  and  out- 
standing advisor  awards  winner  in  1970. 

As  a  community  servant  in  Natch- 
ittKhes,  Mr.  Johnny  was  a  Baptist  deacon, 
treasurer  of  the  Natchitoches  Kiwanis 
Club,  sptmsor  of  the  Key  Club  and  Circle 
K,  worked  with  the  Natchitoches  Day 
Camp,  a  mason  and  member  of  Phoenix 
LxxJge  No.  38  F  6i  AM ,  a  member  of  the  EI 
Katuba  Shnners  Club  and  a  past- president 
of  the  Nalcatosh  Shrine  Club. 


He  and  his  wife  Tina  now  reside  in 
Lafayette.  Although  health  problems  per- 
sist, he  still  maintains  contact  with  North- ' 
western,  having  many  visits  from  former 
students.  He  still  promotes  NSU  and  is  one 
(tf  its  most  active  recrxiiters.

Slated  for  Northwestern  Homecoming

at  NSU.  Knipmeyer,  who  has  promoted  conservation  education  for  17  years,  was 
nominated  by  the  Natchitoches  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  District  and  district 
conservationist  Benny  R.  Dobson  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  in  Natchitoches. 

Outstanding  Education  Award 
Presented  To  William  Knipmeyer 


The  Louisiana  chapter  of  the  Soil  Con- 
servation StKiety  of  America  recently  pre- 
sented its  Outstanding  Educator  Award  to 
Dr.  William  B.  Knipmeyer,  professor  of 
eeopraphy  at  Northwestern. 

Knipmeyer,  "locally  known  as  the  father 
of  conservation  education,"  was  nomin- 
ated for  the  honor  by  the  Natchitoches  Soil 
and  Water  Conservation  District. 

The  award  recoRnizes  Knipmeyer  for 
planning  and  implementing  activities  to 
encouratje  others  to  teach  conservation 
education,  developing  iindimprovinf; con- 
servation resource  material,  usinu  multi- 
resources  in  activities  and  involving 
Scouts,  civic  clubs  and  other  segments  of 
the  community  in  conservation  and  en- 
vironmental education. 

As  an  outstanding  teacher  of  conserva- 
tion and  environmental  education.  Knip- 
meyer has  made  environmental  teaching  a 
regular  part  of  the  cumcutum  and  hi.s  en- 
vironmental program  involves  students 
with  the  development  and  implementa- 
tion. 

KnipmeyerS  environmental  program 
incorporates  ttthcr  areas  tif  study  and  uses 
available  outdoor  resources  for  student 
learning  experiences. 

For  17  years.  Knipmeyer  has  promoted 
conservation  education,  not  imly  through 
bis  teaching  but  thnnigh  extra-curricular 
activities.  One  of  his  most  outstanding 
accompli.shmenth  has  been  the  promotion 
and  development  of  the  Environmental 
Teachers  Workshop  at  NSU. 

This  workshop  was  the  first  tme  estab- 
lished in  Louisiana  and  has  existed  for  the 
past  17  years.  It  is  held  annually  for  a 
three-week  period  and  consists  of  teachers 
of  all  phases  oi  education,  kinderganen 
through  the  12th  grade.  These  teachers 
comefrom  the  North,  Northwest  and  Cen- 
tral parishes  of  Louisiana  ro-participate  in 
the  workshop. 

The  enrollment  of  the  workshop  is 
approximately  40  teachers  each  year,  who 
utilize  the  conservation  educational  in- 
formation gathered  from  these  workshops 
and  employ  u  to  their  individual  clas.ses, 

Knipmeyer  presently  teaches  a  college 
course  each  spring  on  natural  resources  and 
environmental  conservation.  This  course 
informs  the  students  of  all  phases  of  soil  and 
water  conservation,  with  special  emphasis 
being  given  to  environmental  education. 


Through  his  involvement  with  the  En- 
vironmental Teachers  Workshop,  Knip- 
meyer is  a  member  of  the  advisory  panel 
that  advises  the  state  environmental  super- 
visor of  science  and  education. 

Being  a  professor  of  geography,  Knip- 
meyer strongly  believes  that  "geography 
has  been  the  relationship  between  man  and 
the  land  which  we  occupy.  Man  can  influ- 
ence his  environment  either  good  or  bad. " 
He  has  a  keen  awareness  of  this  aspect  and 
for  this  reast^n  he  believes  in  and  promotes 
the  Environmental  Teachers  Workshop. 

As  the  "Father  of  Conservation  Educa- 
tion," Knipmeyer  has  devoted  unnum- 
bered hours  of  his  personal  time  beyond  his 
teaching  career  in  order  to  conduct  the 
Environmental  Teachers  Workshop  each 
year. 

"Thniugh  his  wisdom  and  concern  for 
conservation  education,  many  teachers 
and  students  have  been  influenced  by  his 
outstanding  leadership  in  this  field."  said 
Bennie  Dobsim  of  the  U.S.  Soil  0)nser\  a- 
tion  Service  in  Natchitoches. 

Mouton  Press  Publishes 
New  Book  By  Dillard 

Nonhwestem  professor  Dr.  J.L.  Dillard 
IS  the  author  of  "Toward  A  Social  History 
of  American  English,"  a  book  on  linguis- 
tics, social  linguistics  and  the  American 
language  published  recently  by  Mouton 
Press. 

The  study  by  Dillard,  who  is  interna- 
tionally-acclaimed in  the  field  of  linguis- 
tics, shows  the  effects  of  social  contacts  and 
interchanges  and  of  a  process  he  calls  "pid- 
gmiiation"  on  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  American  English  and  its  voca- 
bulary.

He  has  been 
scheduled  to  debate  Edwin  Newman  over 
Canadian  television.

,  Each  girl  chosen  possessed  charm  and 
beauty,  and  these  qualities  were  found  in 
the  first  Lady  of  the  Bracelet,  Kahne 
Dipoala.  In  1958  she  was  chosen  from  20 
other  contestants  and  was  featured  in  the 
1959  yearbook.  She  was  given  a  solid  gold 
bracelet  for  "Our  Lady  of  the  Bracelet"  to 
wear  when  she  represented  the  university 
inpubltc.  That  bracelet  passed  each  year  to 
the  new  queen. 

For  several  years  following  the  selection 
of  the  first  Lady  of  the  Bracelet,  the  selec- 
tion of  the  LOB  was  sponsored  by  the 
Potpourri.  But  in  1971,  the  Potpoum  re- 
linquished it  to  the  Student  Union  Gov-

New  Nursing  Education  Center 
Opens  This  Fall  In  Shreveport 


The  Northwestern  College  of  Nursing's 
new  88.000-square-foot  Nursing  Educa- 
tion Center  at  1800  Line  Avenue  in 
Shreveport  officially  opened  this  fall. 

The  $8  million  allied  health  'facility 
allows  Northwestem's  associate,  bacca- 
laureate and  graduate  nursing  programs  to 
be  centrally  located  on  one  campus  for  the 
first  time. 

The  project  involved  the  construction 
of  a  new  academic-administrative  building 
and  the  renovation  and  restoration  of  the 
old  Line  Avenue  School,  which  was  en- 
tered in  the  Nat<onal  Register  of  Historic 
Places  in  June  1981.  Work  on  the  project 
began  in  1982. 

The  two  buildings  are  joined  by  an  en- 
closed walkway  at  the  second  flot^r  level 
and  provides  the  College  of  Nursing  with 
space  needed  to  relocate  the  three  degree 
programs  and  the  nursing  continuing 
education  program  at  one  site. 

The  new  Nursing  Education  Center  in- 
cludes 70,000  square  feet  in  the  new  struc- 
ture and  18,000  square  feet  in  the  Line 
Avenue  SchiX)!. 

The  academic  and  administrative  build- 
ing features  an  outstanding  resource  library

Although  the  university  at  Oiessen  is 
named  for  Justus  von  Liebig,  the  father  of 
modem  organic  and  agricultural  chemis- 
try, and  has  produced  many  other  illust- 
rious scientists,  the  irutitution  also  is  noted 
for  its  influence  on  music 

"Musicology  as  a  discipline."  said  Bur- 
kett. "was  basically  invented  by  the  Ger- 
maiu.  They  were  the  first  to  do  extensive 
research  on  the  history  of  music.  Very 
much  of  the  original  research  material  is 
written  in  German  ." 

Burkett  added  that,  "Germany,  as  a  na- 
tion, IS  more  open  to  having  American 
musicians  participate  in  the  arts  program, 
which  is  supported  financially  by  the  Ger- 


man government." 

The  opportunity  for  Burkett  to  study  for 
10  months  in  West  Germany  was  made 
possible  by  Northwestem's  participation  as 
a  member  institution  in  the  International 
Student  Exchange  Program.

DEMONS  FACE  RUGGED 
GRID  SCHEDULE 


After  barely  missing  out  on  the  NCAA 
Division  l-AA  playoffs  last  year,  coach 
Sam  Goodwin's  troops  enter  1985  with  a 
winning  season  behind  them  and  renewed 
confidence.  After  looking  at  the  1985 
schedule,  there's  little  doubt  that  they'll 
need  a  good  dosage  of  both  if  they  hope  to 
repeat  asGulfStarConferencechampions. 

After  an  opening  contest  against 
nationally -ranked  and  Southland  Confer- 
ence favorite  Arkansas  State,  the  Demons 
tackled  North  Texas  State  on  the  road 
before  coming  home  to  face  McNeese 
State,  a  team  that  has  been  a  general  pain 
in  the  neck  the  past  two  years.  Other  games 
up  the  road  include  battles  with  last  year's 
co-champ  Nicholls  Slate;  last  year's 
national  runners-up  ,  Louisiana  Tech;  Di- 
vision 1  foe  Southern  Mississippi;  and 
Northeast  Louisiana  in  the  Homecoming 
Contest  on  October  5. 

The  Northeast  game  is  of  particular  in- 


terest as  the  Demons  have  defeated  the 
Indians  each  ofthe  past  two  years.  In  1983. 
NLU  came  to  Turpin  Stadium  needing  to 
win  to  clinch  a  post-season  playoff  berth, 
only  to  have  NSU  dash  its  hopes  by  a  13-9 
score.  Last  season  Northwestern  State 
traveled  to  Monroe  and  handed  Northeast 
a  27- iO  loss.  NLU,  ranked  fifth  in  the 
country  at  that  time,  never  recovered 
while  that  win  set  the  Demons  o^  to  a 
productive  7-4  campaign. 

One  luxury  that  Goodwin  will  enjoy  is 
an  added  extra  week  off  during  the  course  of 
the  season.  The  open  week  has  worked  in 
Northwestem's  favor  during  the  Good- 
win's first  two  seasons.  Two  years  back, 
NSUowneda  l-7record,  includingastring 
of  six  straight  losses.  After  a  week  off.  the 
Demons  won  their  last  three  contests.  Last 
year.  NSU  received  an  early  week  off  after 
two  opening  losses.  Once  back  in  action, 
the  team  won  seven  of  its  last  nine.

CONFERENCE  ALL  SPORTS  TROPHY 


Winning  two  conference  titles  outright , 
along  with  sharing  the  football  cham- 
pionship and  placing  second  in  three  addi- 
tional sports.  Northwestern  State  has  won 
the  initial  Gulf  Star  Conference  all  sports 
trophy. 

The  trt)phy  is  awarded  to  the  conference 
schot)l  that  totals  the  highest  number  of 
points  based  tm  finishes  in  all  12  sports, 
including  eight  men's  sports  and  four 
women's  sports. 

Northwestern  State  won  the  league  title 
in  outdoor  track  and  field  and  women's 
basketball,  along  with  sharing  the  football 
championship  with  NichollsState.  North- 
western's  athletic  teams  also  placed  second 
in  ind(x>r  track,  men's  tennis  and  women's 
tennis. 

Northwestern  State  totaled  56  points 
during  the  seastm  in  the  12  sp)orts,  while 
Southwest  Texas  State  was  a  very  close 
second  with  55'/;  points.  Stephen  F.  Au- 
stin totaled  55  points,  followed  by  South- 
eastern Louisiana  and  Nicholls  State  with 
49'/z  each  and  Sam  Houston  State  with 
43 '/z  points. 

"I  think  the  all  sptins  award  is  what  our 
athletic  department  is  all  about,  it  is  what 
you  strive  for  every  year."  said  Northwest- 
em  State  Athletic  Director  Tynes  Hildeb- 
rand.  "I  don't  think  there  is  an  athletic 
director  or  college  president  in  America 
that  would  not  like  to  win  the  all  sports 
trophy  for  their  conference." 

Hildebrand  also  hid  praise  for  the 
coaching  staffs  of  the  "This  award  shows 
strength  in  our  entiri-  program  and  that 
strength  begins  with  our  head  coaches  and 
the  entire  coaching  staff .

accomplishing  and  it  is  a  reflection  on  all  of 
the  male  and  female  athletes  that  compete 
in  the  given  sports." 

Hildebrand  also  pointed  out  the  balance 
shown  by  the  six  teams  in  the  first  year  of 
the  competition.  "I  think  the  closeness  of 
the  point  totals  shows  that  balance, "  added 
Hildebrand.  "This  conference  is  strong  in 
nearly  all  sports  and  able  to  compete  on  the 
national  level  in  a  majority  ofthe  12  sports 
that  are  offered." 

Hildebrand  as  an  example  pointed  out 
the  fact  that  three  Softball  teams  in  the 
conference  were  ranked  in  the  top  10  in  the 
nation  all  season  while  Sam  Houston  State 
competed  in  the  national  golf  tournament 
and  Stephen  F.  Austin  sent  several  indi- 
viduals to  the  Division  II  national  track 
championships.  Sam  Housttm  also  had  its 
volleyball  team  in  the  national  tourna- 
ment and  Northwestern  had  three  indi- 
viduals qualify  for  the  NCAA  Division  I 
track  and  field  championships. 

The  Gulf  Star  Conference  is  one  of  the 
few  leagues  that  combines  the  men's  and 
women's  sports  into  one  all-sports  trophy. 
"I'm  very  much  infavorof  having  the  men 
and  women  together,"  added  Hildebrand. 
"It  indicates  that  you  have  some  strength  in 
all  areas.  It  keeps  you  away  from  emphasis- 
ing one  thing  over  another." 

Northwestern  led  the  all  sports  race  from 
the  conclusion  of  the  football  season  but 
had  to  go  to  the  final  softball  game  of  the 
year  to  hold  on  to  the  lead-  The  Lady 
Demons,  needing  a  split  with  Nicholls 
State,  won  the  final  game  against  the  Lady 
Colonels  by  a  4-3  margin,  defeating  a  team 
that  duhT\g  the  season  had  been  ranked  as 
high  as  lOth  in  the  nation  in  Division  1. 


Over  the  course  of  the  summer  people 
have  come  and  gone  within  the  North- 
western State  athlelic  department.  Bill 
Johnson,  deferwive  line  coach  for  the  past 
five  years,  has  moved  on  to  McNeese  State, 
where  he  will  assume  the  same  position. 
Johrison.  30,  had  spent  all  of  his  college 
coaching  time  at  Northwestern,  from 
where  he  graduated  in  1978.  He  was  a  four 
year  letterman  for  the  Demons  and  started 
at  center  for  his  last  two  years.  He  attended 
graduate  school  at  Northwestern  while 
working  as  a  graduate  assistant  football 
coach,  then  moved  into  a  full-time  posi- 
tion four  years  ago. 

Filling  Johnson's  position  as  the  defen- 
sive line  coach  is  former  NSU  graduate 
assistant  Art  Kaufman.  Kaufman  has 
coached  the  outside  linebackers  for  the 
past  two  seasons  and  has  generally  been 
involved  in  the  overall  scheme  of  things 
defensively.  He  was  an  All-American  de- 
fensive end  while  a  player  at  Arkansas- 
Monticello.  The 27 yearoldholdsa bache- 
lor's degree  from  Arkarwas-Monticello. 


Benjy  Pierce  is  the  newest  graduate  assis- 
tant football  coach.  Pierce,  who  played  his 
college  football  at  Arkansas- Mont  ice  llo, 
will  help  out  with  the  defensive  line  at 
Northwestern.  In  college,  he  was  a  four- 
year  letterwinner  and  a  three  year  starter  at 
one  offensive  guard  position.  He  twice 
earned  all -conference  honors  along  with 
being  named  an  NAIA  all-District  selec- 
tion. Pierce  is  married  to  the  former  Maty 
Flowers  of  Clarksdale.  Mississippi. 

Away  from  the  football  field,  Steve  Roe 
has  left  the  sports  information  office  to  take 
the  SID  job  at  Drake  University  in  Des 
Moines,  Iowa.  Roe,  who  is  from  Iowa  origi- 
nally, was  the  SID  at  Northwestern  State 
for  the  past  five  years.  Taking  his  place  is 
Tom  Wancho,  who  has  woriced  the  last  two 
years  at  Northwestern  State  as  a  graduate 
assistant  in  the  sports  information  office- 
Wancho,  24,  received  his  Master's  degree 
in  history  from  Northwestern  State  last 
May  and  is  a  native  of  Brooklyn.

The  saymg  "the  only  place  to  go  is  up" 
has  never  been  truer,  especially  when  ap- 
plied to  the  men's  basketball  program  at 
Northwestern  State,  After  a  dismal  two 
year  perioJ  m  which  a  total  o(  just  nine 
victories  were  recorded.  NSU  enters  1 985- 
86  with  a  new  c<iach  and  a  new-ftmnded 
optimism.  Natchitoches  native  Don  Beas- 
ley  returns  home  with  the  intention  of 
ruming  around  the  Demons,  and  his  task  is 
not  an  easy  one. 

"We  won't  take  any  shortcuts  in  building 
the  program",  says  the  former  University  of 
Georgia  assistant  coach.  "I'm  more  con- 
cerned right  now  about  instilling  pride  in 
our  basketball  program,  and  that  pride 
starts  within  the  player — he's  got  to  be 
willing  to  earn  it.  We'll  begin  with  work  on 
fundamentals  and  go  from  there." 

If  Beasley  sounds  unsure  of  the  task 
ahead,  it's  because  there  are  "a  lot  of  un- 
answered questions.  We'll  have  to  build  up 
to  a  competitive  level."  Which  won't  be 
easy,  considering  the  strength  of  the  1985- 
86  Demon  schedule.  If  games  against 
perennial  Sourheastem  Conference  pow- 
ers Kentucky  and  Alabama  aren't  enough, 
then  second  semester  contests  against  the 
likes  of  Louisiana  Tech  and  Lamar  are.  Nt> 
wonder  Beasley  calls  it  the  toughest  sche- 
dule in  NSU  hoop  history. 

Thisseason's  learning  experience  will  be 
shared  by  a  mostly  young  team,  with  only 
two  seniors  orr  the  roster.  The  rest  of  the 
upperclassmen  ranks  will  be  filled  by  three 
junior  college  transfers,  six  stiphomores 
that  return  from  last  year,  and  four  incom- 
ing freshman.

What  do  you  do  for  an  encore  if  you're 
team  went  20-6  last  year,  including  a  per- 
fect 1 0-0  mark  in  conference  play.'  How  do 
you  top  a  conference  championship  and 
the  best  winning  percentage  in  school  his- 
tory? If  it's  possible  to  accomplish  even 
more  than  in  1984-85.  then  this  year's 
edition  of  the  Lady  Demons  just  may  be  the 
team  to  do  it. 

NSU  returns  all  five  starters  from  last 
year's  run  and  gun  squad  that  singed  the 
nets  fot  88  points  per  game.  But  what 
excites  head  coach  Pat  Pierson  even  more 
is  that  her  bench  will  be  even  stronger. 
"There's  nosubstitute  for  experience. "says 
Pierson.  now  in  her  eighth  year  as  head 
coach.  "With  everybody  coming  back  the 
only  players  having  to  learn  will  be  the 
incoming  freshmen.  We'll  have  lots  of 
depth  because  of  all  the  playing  time  our 
reserves  got  last  year." 

Lonnie  Banks  and  Teressa  Thomas  re- 
turn at  the  guard  slots  for  the  fourth  con- 
secutive yeat.  Thomas  enjoyed  her  finest 
yearyetin  1984-85.  dishing  out  190  assists 
to  go  along  with  her  c<ireer-best  1 1. 9  points 
per  game  scoring  average.  Banks  rebound- 


ed after  a  slow  start  to  averagea  career-high 
12.5  ppg.  The  5-7  senior  had  82  steals  to 
lead  the  Lady  Demons  in  that  category. 

Linda  Grdys«>n  led  the  NSU  gals  in  re- 
hiiunds,  picking  off  an  average  of  9.2 
boards  per  game.  The  6- 1  forward  finished 
second  on  the  squad  in  scoring  with  a  1 7. 5 
average.  Gussie  Leonard  lived  up  to  her 
pre-season  press  clippings  by  leading 
Northwestern  State  in  scoring  (19.7)  and 
finishing  second  m  reKiunds  (7.7).  She 
was  named  to  numerous  freshman  All- 
Amencan  teams  in  recognition  of  her  fine 
play.  Annie  Harris,  a  5-8  junior,  rounds 
out  the  returning  five.  Indouble  figures  for 
much  of  the  year,  Harris  finished  up  the 
season  with  7.
